Madame Parepa-Rosa as
“‘Leonora” was ndmirable, as she could not well
be otherwise in a part which presents such a
suocosssion of opportunities for displaying the
pecullar richness and fulness of her voice. As
“Azucena” Mrs. Beguln was also charming,
There are fow contralto slngers upon the stage
who equal her in this role, and we have
heard none in this city for years past who can
gurpass her. To Mr, Laurance was allotted the
part of the “Count di Luna,” a rols which must
alway temain a lest one. Mr, Laurance, from
first sang the muale of his part witha
degree o ! preclsion and expression that carried
the sudience by atorm. His singing of the
charming I! Balen showed a little harshness,
but was 50 admirably done that it was enthusi-
astleally encored, and on repeating it the singer
rose above the Impediment which marred his
first effort and gave the exquisite music ina
manner that was almost faultness and presented
a comparison with the best of the Italians who
have appeared In the role here that was by no
means disparaging. Indeed, we are not over-
doing the matter in saying that Mr. Laurnnco is
the peer of Bellini as the “Count di Luon,”
lacking, in & measure, the fulness and swoolness
of tone which seems native to the soll of Italy,
bul in all other essentials of the part fully
meeting ita demands. Taken altogether, the
performance of last evening was a very credit-
able and satlafactory one.

Tur Pinenim.—This entertalnment opened at
Concert Hall last evening toa large sudlence
who oxpressed their pleasure by frequent and
b applnuse.

Asa
work of art these pictures are, ns & rule, much
superior to ordinary panoramic paintings, and a
number of them are of very decided merit, ns
might be expected from such o list of artists,
among whom we find such names as Leutze,
Nehlig, S8ommdy, CUarmeincke, William Hart,
Chappel, and others, Of course such works are
not to be judged by a rigld high art standard
of criticiam, as they are ted with the express
view of being exhibi in a certain manner,
and the artists have consequently adopted a
broad style of painting that is effective rather
than fine. As & popular exhibition, however,
this is very much superior to the ordinary run
of such , and it s an excellent illustration
of Bunyan's t prose poem. We are not dis-
posed to be hypercritical about an entertsin-
ment of this d; but at the risk of ap-
pearing 8o, we &u t that the theatrlcal
effects with colored fires, attempted in several
instances in reality spoll some of the ntings
that are enough to stand on their own
merits without such adventitious aids as this.
It may however, that panoramle audiences
admire cheap sort of sublimity, which isa
suflicient excuse for its introduction, howevyer It
may vicolate the canons of lﬁcod taste. The

aintings are described In an llustrative lecture

y P J. W. Bain, and several appropriate
sacred airs are lunihy 8 lady and genuam,
the latter of whom has an unusually fine volce.

In the Pennsylvania Lﬂlﬂm yesterday a
letter from the widow of ald Eaton, in be-
half of Dr, Bchosppe, was rend by Senstor
Lowry, of Eile county. The effect of the letier
on our honored legisiators is said to have been
very marked. The immediate consequence was
the passing of the blll affecting Schoeppe's
case, allowlng writs of error o capital cases,
Eaton, it may be remembered, whose widow
thus addressed the honored Benator, was exe-
cuted last year, in this city, for the murder of

INFERNAL CRUELTYY,
Trinl of ?um'-f"ﬁ the m.-mgllh Sen—A

The Detroit Tribune of Feb. 16 sayn:—

The second trial of Goorge Dixon took plase
yesterday. Dixon, on his former trial, was con-
vieted nnd sent to the State Prison. The main
testimony in the former case was that of Dixon's
wife, or a woman claim to be his wife, but
who hid & hosband living when last heard from.
Her evidenoo was ndml on the ground that
the marriage with Dixon was {11 . This was
held as error by the Bupreme Court (18 Mich.,
#4), and Dixon was brought back to the county
for a new trial. Dixon Isa man of middle helght,
grey oyes, and brown hair. His countenance ia
conreo, and hls general appearance indicates a
sullen _dlsposition and a low order of intel-
lect. He isa man of about forty or fifty vears
of age, nnd 1s the father of four children. James
is the one that died on January 24, 1808, and
whose death was caused by cruel treatment re-
celved at the bandes of his father. This child
scomed to be the chief object of his father's
hatred, and fell a vietim to very eruel teanimant

and pri\'auun. After burial the body ot . boy
was taken up and examined by Dra. Cutier and
Beech, snd on the telal Dr. J. H, Beech teatified |
that he examiued the child's body February 4,
after It wos taken up., Over the right oye was
found a discolored spot, and In cutting through
no Injured bone was found, The flesh pnrt |
appeared as if it had been bruised, butthe lojury
wns not o serions ome. The heels and toea
were found to have been frozen during life,

Both of the ‘heelsa were mortified,
and the flesh partially separated from
the bone. From the ap co of the feet, the

freezing had taken p some time before. |
There was blood settled in one part of the heart,
and rtions nenr the back were of a dark,
Emn h hue, as If blood had eettled there
uring life. In cutting through the breast he
came Lo a bone, and on examination it
was found that the breast-bone had besn broken
through ns severe violence. By ita appear-
ance, it must bave boen Injured three or four
weelks before, The muscles over the heart and
of the left side had a dark red ap ance, but
on the other side they were of a light flesh-
oalor. There was an appearance of disease of
the heart. The bruises In and about the heart
could mot bave occurred over twenty-four
hours before death, and were sufliclent to cause

death.

Thomas Dixon testified that he was 11
old, and that George Dixon was his father; that
Jimmy, the brother older than himself, dled one
night; that Jimmy slept in the same bed with
him and his slster that night; on the day before,
in the afternoon,Jimmy was sitting on the staps,
and his father came ont and threw him down in
the woodshed, and got on bim with his knees;
Jimmy was sitting on the steps erying becanse
his feet were frozen, when his father came out;
his father was mad beeause he did not saw wood.

Other witnesses were called, who testified that
on different times, from three weeks to alx
months previous to the boy's death, they had
seen Dixon pull his son James down and kick
him several times; that at one time he struck
bim with & handspike, at another with a shovel,
and inflicted many other cruelties which are
sickening to relate.

Dixon's statement was to the effect that he
did not mean to hurt the boy, and if he was hurt
at all within twenty-four hours before he died,
it was by falllng from a chair In which he was
sitting to have feet dressed the night before
his death.

The testimony was closed at 10 o'clock, and
in hl:s afternoon the jury returned a verdict of
gullty.
